Cable  TV  Hearing  Set 
for  Wednesday 


The  Massachusetts  CATV 
Commission  will  reconvene 
their  rate  hearing  on 
Spectrum  Cable  Television 
Company1  s  rate  increase 
request  for  the  towns  of 
Agawam,  West  Springfield, 
and  Westfield.  The  recon¬ 
vened  hearing  will  be  held  at 
the  West  Springfield  Town 
Hall,  26  Central  St  West 
Springfield,  on  Wednesday, 
Sept.  20,  1978.  The  hearing 
will  commence  at  10  AM.  for 
attorneys'  briefs  ans  public 
testimony  will  be  taken  after 
5:00  P.M. 

Robert  J.  Santinello, 
Special  Counsel  for  the  Town 
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of  Agawam,  will  be  repre¬ 
senting  Agawam  on  the  rate 
request  by  Spectrum. 
Spectrum  has  requested  the 
monthly  rate  to  be  increased 
in  Agawam  from  $6.50  per 
month  to  $7.95  for  basic 
CATV  rate  plus  $1.25  for  each 
additional  set  over  the  first 
set  per  month.  At  the  present 
time,  there  is  no  charge  in 
Agawam  per  extra  set  up  to 
three  sets  per  subscriber. 
Consequently,  if  all  of  the 
rate  request  is  granted  to 
Spectrum  by  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  CATV  Commission,  a 
current  subscriber  with 
three  sets  in  Agawam  could 
pay  $10.45  per  month  for  his 
basic  CATV  service.

Moratorium  Expected  for 

Apartment  Construction 
in  Southwick 


A  call  for  a  moratorium  on 
apartment  construction  in 
Southwick  is  expected  at 
Tuesday's  special  Town 
Meeting.  About  150  people 
attended  last  Thursday's 
public  hearing  on  proposed 
zoning  revisions,  and  many 
voiced  opposition  to  the 
formation  of  an  R-20A  zone 
for  apartments. 

In  a  sometimes  heated 
discussion,  residents 
expressed  fear  that  a 
concentrated  apartment 
zone  would  result  in 
overcrowding,  increased 
traffic,  and  contamination  of 
the  town’s  aquifer.  One 
resident  received  a  loud 
applause  when  he  spoke 
against  the  proposed  zone. 
“What  it  took  Springfield  100 
years  to  do,  Southwick  will 
create  an  instant  slum  area 
in  10  years,”  he  said. 

The  proposed  R-20A  zone 
would  encompass  an  area 
from  Foster  Road  to  South 
Longyard  to  Depot  Street, 
along  College  Highway  to 
Feeding  Hills  and  Matthews 
Roads  and  back  to  Foster 
Road. 

Planning  Board  Chairman 
Donald  Desmond  said  the 
zone  would  “cut  in  half-  the 
area  now  permitting  apart¬ 
ment  construction.  “This  is 
designed  to  take  the  current 
apartment  zone  and  almost 
cut  it  in  half,”  Desmond  said. 
“The  reason  is  to  further 
protect  the  lake  area  and  to 
keep  multi-family  dwellings 
away  from  the  lakes.” 

Board  member  Arthur 
Driscoll  said  the  zoning 
bylaws  already  allow  for 
strict  apartment  control  by 
specifying  the  number  of 
units  per  acre,  open  spaces, 


etc.  “Right  now.  apartments 
can  be  constructed  in  all  R- 
20  zones,”  Driscoll  said. 
"Article  three  limits  the  area 
of  construction." 

But  residents  opposed  to 
the  new  zone  cited  the  town’s 
well  as  the  main  reason  for 
keeping  apartments  out  of 
that  area.  One  resident  stated 
that  the  reasoning  behind 
moving  the  apartment  zone 
away  from  the  lakes  should 
also  be  applied  for  the 
protection  of  the  town’s 
water  supply  and  aquifer. 

Other  residents  suggested 
the  entire  area  be  rezoned  R- 
40  which  would  prohibit 
apartment  construction. 

Desmond  said  a  large 
portion  of  the  proposed  R- 
20A  zone  is  already 
occupied,  citing  the  school 
complex,  the  large  area 
owned  by  the  Water 
Department,  and  the 
numerous  private  dwellings. 
“Only  a  small  portion  would 
be  available  for  building,"  he 
said. 

Selectmen  Chairman 
Nuchi  Prifti  said  the  board 
should  call  for  a  moratorium 
on  all  apartment  complex 
construction  until  further 
studies  could  be  made  on  the 
effects  to  the  aquifer  and  the 
town. 

Desmond  explained  that  a 
moratorium  had  to  have  a 
time  limit  imposed  and 
reasons  for  the  action  had  to 
be  submitted  to  the  attorney 
general,  but  added  that  valid 
reasons  for  the  moratorium 
could  be  worked  out. 

Desmond  also  said  the 
town  could  not  rezone  the 
entire  area  to  prohibit 
apartments  because  the 
state  would  recognize  that  as 


discriminatory  zoning.  But 
one  resident  suggested  a  way 
to  beat  the  discriminatory 
charge.  “We  won't  outlaw 
apartments,"  he  said,  “but 
why  not  make  the  apartment 
zone  near  Sodom  Mountain 
where  it’s  so  expensive  no 
one  would  build  them?" 

Finally,  a  resident  from 
South  Longyard  Road  said  a 
moratorium  would  be  the 
best  idea.  “If  this  comes  up  at 
the  Town  Meeting,  you'll  have 
50  people  from  the  zone  area 
voting  no,  and  the  rest  of  the 
town  at  home  saying  ‘Thank 
God  it's  not  going  in  my 
neighborhood.’ " 

In  other  business,  Driscoll 
said  concerning  Article  5  on 
increased  lot  size  and 
frontage  for  duplexes.  “We 
are  trying  to  prevent 
developers  from  sticking 
duplexes  all  along  the  street 
in  an  unaesthetie  way." 

Prifti  challenged  the 
legality  of  Article  11  which 
gives  the  Planning  Board 
jurisdiction  over  all  race 
tracks  other  than  those 
owned  by  the  schools.  “You 
can’t  do  that"  Prifti  said, 
“You’re  closing  out  any 
future  projects  by  the  Park 
and  Rec.  Dept  and  other 
organizations.  You  better 
check  with  the  Town 
Attorney.  I  think  this  is 
illegal” 

Article  16,  prohibiting  all 
commercial  and  private  dog 
kennels  from  residential 
zones,  also  met  with 
opposition.  Dog  Officer  Sally 
Santucci  said.  ”  What  right 
does  the  Planning  Board 
have  to  limit  personal 
properly  rights  in  regard  to

South  wick's  Senior  Center 
has  finally  found  a  new  home 
after  nearly  three  years  of 
searching  for  a  larger  facility. 
As  of  November  X,  the 
Council  on  Aging  will  be 
renting  the  building  which 
formerly  housed  Lucia’s 
Restaurant  on  Point  Grove 
Road. 

Council  Chairman  W. 
Kenneth  Phillips  said  that 
although  the  site  is  not 
centrally  located,  it  has 
about  three  times  the  area  of 
the  present  facility.

by  Professor  Drinknot 


the  enactment  of  the  18th 
Ammendment  in  1920  is 
enough  to  make  one’s  head 
spin.  But  the  tone  was 
definitely  set.  If  you  abused  or 
even  used  alcohol  you  were 
dirt  and  the  alcoholic  was  the 
bottom  of  the  barrel.  In  the 
1930‘s.  after  the  Roaring 
Twenties  and  the  sickness  of 
the  likes  of  Capone,  the  21st 
Amendment  was  passed, 
negating  the  18th.  Alcohol 
was  back  legally  again,  but 
with  bigger  and  better  guilt 
hangups  for  the  alcoholic.  But 
luckily,  in  1935.  two  drunks 
met  and  formed  what  was  to 
become  Alcoholics  Anony¬ 
mous.  which  was  to  become 
one  of  the  only  havens  for  the 
alcoholic  until  the  present 
day. 

But  now  the  Federal 
government  is  doing  some¬ 
thing  about  alcoholism.  As  it  is 
a  recognized  and  treatable 
disease,  extensive  studies  are 
being  done  to  see  what  goes 
on  inside  that  alcoholic  body 
and  mind  that  doesn’t  go  on  in 
the  non-alcoholic.  For  the 
people  who  aren’t  sure  that 
alcoholism  is  a  disease  and 
that  alcoholics  enjoy  doing 
what  they  do.  step  back  and 
consider.  Would  someone 
willingly  destroy  their  mind 
and  body,  start  the  day  off  by 
vomiting,  shaking  and 
sweating?  And  then  vomiting 
more  until  a  few  shots  of 
whiskey  will  stay  down?  Lose 
their  job.  family,  friends  for 
the  enjoyment  of  alcohol?  I 
think  not.  Alcoholism  is 
compulsion.  It  is  addiction.  It 
is  a  treatable,  fatal  disease.  It 
is  not  a  weak-willed,  immoral 
person  who  actually  wants  to 
do  these  things.  It  is  a  person 
driven  by  compulsion  to  do  all 
the  things  that  nobody  could 
ever  wish  on  their  worst 
enemy.

Infants  are  most  frequently 
injured  by  falls,  infestion  of 
poisonous  substances  and 
foreign  objects,  burns  and 
drownings.  Safety  measures 
that  lessen  the  danger  of 
these  accidents  are  spelled 
out  in  the  checklist. 

The  current  number  one 
cause  of  serious  injuries  for 
children  ages  three  to 
sixteen  are  bicycles. 
Skateboard  accidents  are 
also  a  growing  concert  to 
OFC  -  they  accounted  for  over 
100,000  serious  injuries  in 
1977.  The  checklist  cites 
bike  and  skateboard  hazards 
and  the  importance  of  car 
seats  for  infants.  It  also  lists 
possible  hazards  in  nursery 
furnishings,  toys  and 
playground  equipment. 

Most  home  accidents 
occur  because  of  a  child’s 
natural  curiosity,  im¬ 
petuosity,  and  impatience, 
but  OFC  maintains  that 
safety  awareness  and 
common-sense  preventive 
measures  can  prevent 
injuries  and  save  lives.

The  Massachusetts  Office 
for  Children  is  launching  a 
massive  statewide  Home 
Safety  Campaign  to  raise 
public  awareness  of  home 
safety  hazards  and  to  reduce 
the  number  of  accidents 
involving  children.  They 
report  that  accidents  are  the 
largest  single  cause  of  death 
and  disability  in  children 
under  the  age  of  fifteen. 
Accidents  account  for  one- 
third  of-  all  child  mortality 
and  kill  more  children  than 
the  six  leading  fatla  diseases 
combined. 

OFC  has  just  published  a 
Home  — 

Home  Safety  Checklist  to 
assist  parents  and  day  care 
providers  in  checking  for  and 
removing  potential  safety 
hazards  from  homes  and 
playgrounds.  The  checklist 
focuses  on  nursery  furnish¬ 
ings,  toys,  poison  preven¬ 
tion  general  home  safety, 
playground  equipment  and 
surfaces,  and  transportation 
safety. 

The  Family  Day  Care 
Licensing  Unit  of  the  Office 
for  Children  is  responsible 
for  monitoring  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  a  law  passed  in  1965 
stipulating  that  individuals 
providing  day  care  for 
children  be  registered  with 
the  office  and  comply  with 
certain  health  and  safety 
standards.  The  registration 
requirement  and  periodic 
inspection  of  day  care 
facilities  assure  parents  who 
leave  their  children  in  private 
homes  while  they  are 
working  that  these  facilities 
meet  OFC's  safety  standards. 
The  Home  Safety  Checklist 
provides  an  easy  way  for  both 
day  care  providers  and 
parents  to  accident-proof 
their  homes.

Please  allow  me  to 
address  my  fellow  citizens 
through  your  newspaper. 

ON  Monday  night,  Sept. 
11th,  the  Daily  News  printed 
an  article  in  the  Hometown 
Section  which  was  intended 
to  report  on  the  learning 
progress  of  Agawam  School 
students. 

The  heading  of  the.  article 
was  “Agawam  Students 
Learning  Faster  Than 
National  Average  .’’  This  is 
unequivocally  not  so.  I 
attended  the  School  Commit¬ 
tee  Meeting  w  hen  the  test 
results  were  presented  and 
was  forced  to  conclude  that 
our  public  school  student’s 
learning  progress  was  very 
average. 

The  reporter.  Jack  Flynn, 
wrote,  in  the  first  paragraph, 
that  elementary  school 
students  in  Agawam  are 
learning  basic  reading, 
writing  and  mathematic 
skills  at  an  average  rate  of  1  'k 
to  2  years  above  the  national 
average.  This  again  is  most 
definitely  not  so.  He  says  his 
source  for  information  is 
“school  officials".  1  must  ask 
which  of  our  school  officials 
chose  to  mislead  the  public? 

The  test  results  show  that 
our  first  graders  tested  with 
57%  of  students  scoring 
above  average. ..our  six  grade 
students  have  only  39% 
scoring  above  the  national 
average  (  this  means  61% 
scored  average  or  below)... 
and  our  high  school  students 
in  eleventh  grade  have  only 
25%  scoring  above  the 
average  (we  then  have  75% 
that  test  average  or  below). 
What  is  wrong  that  our 
students  have  an  acceptable 
achievement  level  when  they 
start  in  the  system  and  the 
learning  level  falls  all  the  way 
through  the  education 
program?

Strict  bylaws  have  been 
proposed  to  combat  loiter¬ 
ing,  littering  and  profanity  in 
Southwick.  These  proposals 
will  come  before  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  to  be  held  on 
Tuesday.  Sept.  26  at  7:30  P.M. 
in  the  high  school  auditor¬ 
ium.  Article  4,  as  requested 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  is 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to 
add  the  following  section  to 
Chapter  V  of  the  General 
Bylaws: 

a.  No  person  shall,  without 
license  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  throw  into,  or  leave  in 
or  upon  any  street,  court, 
square,  land,  road,  public 
square,  public  enclosure, 
pond  or  body  of  water,  or 
vacant  land  within  the  limits 
of  town,  any  filth,  rubbish  or 
other  substance.  Any  person 
who  shall  refuse  omeglect  to 
forthwith  remove  same,  after 
being  requested  by  a  police 
officer  to  do  so,  may  be 
arrested  and,  if  the  identity  of 
such  person  is  unknown  to 
the  police  officer,  that  person 
may  be  detained  without  a 
warrrant  until  his  identity  is 
ascertained.  Reasonable 
diligence  shall  be  exercised 
by  the  arresting  officer  in 
ascertaining  the  identity  of 
the  offender  and.  when 
identified,  he  shall  be 
released  from  arrest  unless  a 
warrant  has  been  issued 
against  him. 

b.  N'o  person  shall  behave 
himself  in  a  disorderly 
manner  or  use  any  indecent, 
profane,  or  obscene  language 
or  gesture,  not  in  furtherance 
of  his  constitutional  first 
amendment  rights  of  free 
speech,  in  a  street  or 
elsewhere  in  any  public  place 


in  the  town  to  the  annoyance 
or  disturbance  of  any  person. 
Whoever  shall  accost  or 
address  another  person  with 
such  profane  or  obscene 
language  or  gesture,  or 
otherwise  behave  in  a 
disorderly  manner  shall  be 
subject  to  arrest.  If  the 
identity  of  the  offender  is 
unknown  to  the  police 
officer,  such  person  may  be 
arrested  without  a  warrant 
and  detained  until  his 
identity  is  ascertained, 
whereupon  the  arresting 
officer  may  release  him  from 
arrest  unless  a  warrant  has 
been  issued  against  him,  or 
he  may  be  further  detained 
until  he  can  be  taken  before  a 
court  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  offense. 

c.  No  person  shall,  in 
violation  of  the  General 
Laws,  Chapter  272, -'Section 
59,  or  any  amendments 
thereto,  linger,  continue  to 
sit.  stand  or  occupy  any  part 
of  the  public  street,  public 
place,  public  building,  or  any 
property  not  his  own  or 
under  his  control,  so  as  to 
obstruct  or  impede  the  free 
passage  of,  or  in  any  manner 
annoy  or  disturb  any  person 
after  being  instructed  to 
directed  by  a  police  officer  to 
move  on.  Any  person 
refusing  to  comply  -with  this 
section  after  being  requested 
to  do  so  by  a  police  officer, 
shall  be  subject  to  arrest.  If 
the  identity  of  such  person  is 
unknown  to  the  police 
officer,  such  person  may  be 
arrested  without  a  warrant 
and  detained  until  his 
identity  is  ascertained, 
unless  a  warrant  has  been 
issued  for  against  him,  or  he 


may  be  further  detained  until 
he  can  be  taken  before  a 
court  having  jurisdiction  of 
the  offense. 

d.  The  penalty  for  any 
violation  of  the  foregoing 
section  shall  be  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  $25.

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Water  Rates  To  Go  Up  5% 


BY  LINDA  MCQUADE 

South  wick  water  rates  will 
be  increased  five  percent, 
effective  with  the  October 
billing. 

Water  Commissioners 
announced  last  Monday  that 
the  rates  will  increase  from 
95  cents  to  $1  per  thousand 
gallons  for  metered  custo¬ 
mers.  Flat  rates  and 
minimum  charges  will  also 
be  up  five  percent,  they  said. 

Commission  chairman 
Donald  Spencer  said  this 
hike  is  in  accordance  with 
the  schedule  for  the 
independent  water  system 
and  was  announced  when 
plans  for  the  system  were 
presented. 

“The  rates  will  remain  at$l 
per  thousand  galllons  until 
we  see  what  our  operating 
costs  are  for  the  new 
system,”  Spencer  said.  He 
added,  however,  that  the 
commission  expects  the 
rates  to  decrease  under  the 
new  system. 

There  are  about  1,600 
water  customers  in  South- 
Spencer  said,  and  about  95 
percent  of  those  are  metered. 


In  other  business,  the 
commission  once  again 
received  complaints  about 
water  service  due  to  the 
Monday  Fire  Department 
practice  drills. 

Two  weeks  ago,  the 
commission  and  the  fire 
department  met  as  a  result  of 
complaints  about  the 
hydrant  flushing. 

Chief  Melbert  Johnson 
said  the  department  is  in  the 
process  of  practice  drilling 
each  Monday  from  10  am  to 
noon  and  from  7:30  to  9:30- 
pm.  Johnson  said  the 
dpeartment  will  be  flushing 
every  hydrant  in  town  to 
determine  the  amount  of 
pressure  available  at  each 
site. 

“Ideally,  hydrants  should 
be  flushed  twice  a  year," 
Johnson  said,  “but  some 
haven't  been  flushed  in  three 
years.” 

Philip  Sheridan.engineer- 
ing  consultant  from  Tighe 
and  Bond,  said  the  hydrant 
flushing  could  be  beneficial 
to  both  departments.  “I  can 
understand  the  drilling,"  he 
said.  It  is  good  practice  for 
the  fire  department  and  it  is 
good  for  the  water  depart¬ 
ment  because  it  flushes  the

Strangely  enough,  this  is 
the  time  when  we  should  be 
palnning  next  years  flowers 
and  buying  bulbs  to  plant 
now  as  part  of  that  plan.  Once 
you  have  selected  the  bulbs 
you  prefer  -  such  as  brilliant 
crimson  tulips,  fragrant  blue 
hyacinths,  golden  daffodils, 
frosty  white  snowdrops  or 
smaller  bulbs  such  as 
crocus,  scilla  muscari  and 
others  -  you  can  plant  and 
care  for  them  easily.  When  to 
plant  in  the  Northern  states 
ranges  from  September  to 
November.  Flowering  times 
vary  fro  many  reasons.  You 
can  select  bulbs  that  will 
flower  from  late  February  to 
early  June.  However,  weather 
conditions  and  planting 
locations  may  affect  this 
flowering  cycle.  For  example, 


bulbs  in  a  bed  facing  south 
will  flower  earlier  than  those 
in  one  facing  north:  both 
beds  being  planted  with  the 
same  type  of  bulbs.  A  bed 
sheltered  by  a  home 
foundation,  where  the  soil 
tends  to  be  warmer,  is  likely 
to  flower  earlier  than  one  set 
further  away.  Tulips  planted 
in  a  sandy  area  will  last 
longer  and  grow  taller. 
Colorful  spring  bulbs  can  be 
planted  anywhere  in  your 
garden,  in  sun  or  shade, 
along  borders  or  terraces, 
around  a  fence  or  tree.  For  a 
most  dramatic  effect  plant 
tulips,  daffodils  and 
hyacinths  in  clusters  of  10  or 
more  bulbs,  all  of  the  same 
variety.  Use  a  more  lavish 
hand  with  the  smaller  bulbs 
by  planting  them  in  close 
groupings  of  25  or  more. 

When  you  are  cleaning  up 
your  flower  beds  this  fall,  try 
to  leave  a  3  or  4  inch  stalk  on 


the  perennials  wuc».  you  cut 
them  back.  This  will  let  you 
find  them  a  lot  easier  next 
spring.  These  ‘sticks’  will 
also  mark  where  your 
perennials  are  when  you 
plant  fall  bulbs. 

Save  your  grass  clippings 
now  and  add  them  to  your 
flower  beds  later  on  this  fall 
as  an  added  mulch.  Don't 
forget,  don't  throw  away  all 
those  plants  from  the 
vegetable  garden.  Leave  them 
right  where  they  are.  They 
will  decay  over  the  winter  and 
help  enrich  your  garden  soil. 
Pull  up  the  plants  and  scatter 
them  around  in  the  garden. 
Do  throw  away  any  plants 


that  you  had  a  disease 
problem  with  though.  The 
disease  organisims  live  over 
the  winter  to  return  and 
haunt  you  next  spring.  Feel 
free  to  mulch  cveiything 
growing  around  your  house 
this  year.  Wail  until  the 
ground  has  frozen  and  then 
have  at  it.  With  the  very  bad 
winters  we  have  had  and 
probably  will  continue  to 
have,  this  mulching  practice 
can  save  a  lot  of  plants  from 
winter  damage.
